“Clean up and exercise care to 
avoid fires, and re.mind others t<> do 
the same”—in these words Henry 
Brace, provincial Eire Commissioner, 
sums up his advice to householders 
and property owners generally. 

This week (Fire Prevention Week) 
Vulcan citizens are taking a keen in¬ 
terest in this important matter and 
the Fire Chief, Mayor Butchart, ar¬ 
ranged with the members of the fire 
department for a house-to-house in¬ 
spection during which every building 
in. town is being examined with a 
view to the discovery of any condi¬ 
tion which might be a menace. 

Vulcan school board and the town 
of Vulcan w ill present two prizes 
($.00 each) for an annual Fire Pre¬ 
vention Competition in connection 
with the Public ad High Schools. 

Fire drill was held Tuesday thus 
demonstrating the efficiency of the 
local equipment and constituting a 
practice for our very competent bri¬ 
gade; a further practice will take 
place tomortow (Friday) in which 
the pupils of the schools will partici¬ 
pate. 

The Fire Chief desires the co-oper¬ 
ation of every citizen. 

Reasonable precautions will go far 
to ensure immunity from fire. The 


following list of suggestions, if care¬ 
fully carried out, will reduce the num 
ber of fires in a community very ma¬ 
terially: 

Have your flues examined and 
made safe. 

Have your electric wiring and gas 
pipes examined and made safe. 

Have all rubbish removed from 
within and around your premises. 

Teach yourself ami children the 
danger of fire. 

Use safety matches. 

Observe good housekeeping rules. 

Keep your premises clean. 

Tell your neighbor to do the same. 

Have an extinguisher or bucket of 
water, for fire purposes only, always 
handy. 

Keep the gasoline you have to use 
in a self-closing metal can, and use 
it out of doors only.

100 skilled workmen. 

But there is a brighter side to the 
picture. Many of the men who used 
to do heavy labor by hand are now 
engaged in lighter less painful toil. 

In our lifetime the hours men 
work have been brought under con¬ 
trol. Much of the crudest type of 
labor has been abolished for ever by 
engines. The physical world has 
been made incredibly brighter, easier 
than for the preceding generation. 
Motors, movies and every sort of re¬ 
creation are the right of an ever¬ 
growing majority. Unheard of leg¬ 
islation has been passed without a 
Struggle. Machines are not over¬ 
whelming us. They are letting us 
go home in shape for a game of 
golf on the community links. We are 
not walking with the slave’s goose- 
step, but abounding pride. The prom¬ 
ise of the past hundred years is eas¬ 
ily read. The machine world of a 
hundred years from now should be a 
lovely world in which mankind, re¬ 
leased from bondage, should be free 
to indulge his genius for beauty, 
happiness and health. For, after all, 
we have got a good way on the path 
already.—Toronto Star. 


The Imperial Conference will have 
a delicate task on its hands in consid¬ 
ering the state purchase of wheat 
imports. 

The main argument for it is that 
concentrated pool selling calls for 
concentrated wheat buying. As it is 
over 60 per cent, of all British flour 
is manufactured by three combines. 

The advocates of state buying 
promise the British farmer the ad¬ 
vantage of steady prices instead of 
fluctuations. The consumer is prom¬ 
ised a saving in commissions, specu¬ 
lative profits, transport, etc. 

Many millers and merchants are 
antagonistic to state buying. They Carson Block 
say official buyers can not get the 
low prices of private buyers. They 
would not dare to the risk of short¬ 
age and would have to play safe. 

Again, limiting purchases to Em¬ 
pire wheat would reduce wheat pro¬ 
duction in Argentine, and in years of 
crop shortage in Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia, the, wheat situation might be 
jeopardized. Recourse to Argentine 
might save a critical situation. To 
be sure there is no reason to believe 
that an import board would not buy 
from foreign sourcfes. 

The political argument against im¬ 
port boards is that it might cause dif 
ferences between buyers and sellers 
about prices to become disputes be¬ 
tween governments, with danger to 
international and inter-imperial rela¬ 
tions. There appears to be some 
soreness in Canada because British 
millers and merchants refused to 
pay Canadian prices last year and 
satisfied their requirements from Ar¬ 
gentine instead of Canada. It would 
have been a more delicate situation 
if a British government authority 
had been responsible for refusing 
business to Canada.

FARMERS’ RELIEF 


The Alberta Government is ac¬ 
cumulating all data which can be ob¬ 
tained on farm conditions throughout 
the province, in order that a definr 
itc relief scheme may be presented 
at Ottawa. 

During the last week representa¬ 
tive gatherings have been held invol¬ 
ving bankers, livestockmen, automo¬ 
bile finance corporations, implement 
companies, mortgage companies and 
retail merchants. 

These meetings have been called to 
present the unusual farming situa¬ 
tion existing this year in various 
parts of the province and to enlist 
the interest of big business concerns 
in seeing that the Alberta farmer is 
“allowed to live here during this 
winter.’’ The government is anxious 
that the great farmng population of 
Alberta be tided over the stringency 
of the next few months, if at all pos¬ 
sible, and it is with the hope of 
reaching some compromise that the 
meetings have been called. 

By calling each group separately, 
separate conditions would receive 
more attention. 

The livestock men have been ap¬ 
preciative of the difficulties of the 
program and have made very prac¬ 
tical suggestions for the feeding of 
the coarse grains and abundant fod¬ 
der in some parts pf the province, 
where at present, livestock is scarce. 

With all information, and with a 
general idea of the attitude of finan¬ 
cial houses toward the farm problem 
Premier Brownlee and his ministers 
will go to Ottawa with definite relief 
plans.

HAIL LOSS HEAVY 

Province Wide Hail Loos This Year 
Exceeded Only by 1927 Season 

Hail losses in the Province of Al¬ 
berta were heavier during the 1930 
season than in any previous year, 
with the exception of 1927, according 
to officials of the Hail Insurance 
Board of Alberta, which held a spec¬ 
ial meeting in Calgary on Tuesday 
for the settlement of rates of insur¬ 
ance for 1930, under the municipal 
plan. 

There were 1,238,000 acres insured 
by the board part at $10 per acre, 
part at $8 and the balance at $6, 
making a total risk carried of $11,- 
000,000/ This was an increase of 40 
per cent, over the previous year. 
The loss, however, was out of all pro 
portion to that of 1929 and amount¬ 
ed to approximately $1,800,000 more 
than 16 per cent, of the risk carried. 
The loss in 1927 was 18 per cent, of 
the risk; in 1928, 12 per cent, and in 
1929 a little over 7 per cent.

BUYING FEEDERS 

Saskatchewan Govt. Manipulating 

Matters to Bring Stock and Feed 
Together 

Under a scheme devised by the 
Saskatchewan government, credit up 
to 75 per cent, of the value of stock 
will be obtainable for Saskatchewan 
farmers who have a surplus of feed 
grain and wish to obtain stock for 
finishing. • 

A new option is created under the 
livestock purchase and sales act, by 
which farmers with the fodder, the 
equipment and the ability to feed cat 
tie will be given credit up to 75 per 
cent, to finance purchases. 

In order that the plan may ad¬ 
vance on a permanent foundation, 
the applicants for credit must be ap¬ 
proved by the agriculture depart¬ 
ment and their premises open to in¬ 
spection. 

The stock is purchased afc-_i>aar 
katchewan stock yards and purchas¬ 
ers will have the expenses incurred 
in travelling to the yards, refunded.’ 

The railroads will co-operate by 
movflg the stock at 75 per Cent, the 
regular tariff rates.

From the commencement of the 
I eastward bound journey on Septem¬ 
ber 4th, to attend the Canadian 
Weekly Newspapers’ convention, the 
atmosphere of the C.P.R. was very 
parliamentary. Western legislators 
of every political belief were on the 
train heading for the special session 
at Ottawa, and an enjoyable frater¬ 
nal “spirit was evident. Amongst 
them were General Stewart, Garland. 
Gershaw, Kennedy of Peace River, 
Lucas, Dr. Stanley, Luckovitch of A1 
berta, Sterling of Yale, F. C. Fraser 
fronv Caribou, Senator Forke and 
many others. All were actuated with 
a keen desire that the special session 
should prove constructive, and each 
one in some distinctive way left a 
fine impression of earnestness of 
purpose and capability. The West 
jean have confidence in the type of 
men who have been chosen as repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The train trip afforded also a good 


able atmosphere in attacking Otta¬ 
wa. 

Several hours at Montreal gave a 
fine opportunity for viewing points 
of interest. Every courtesy and ev¬ 
ery facility for comfort -was offered 
by the C.P.R. and the long journey 
to Halifax was concluded with a de¬ 
lightful trip from St. Johns to Dig- 
by by C.P.R. boat and thence to 
Halifax. 

Over two hundred weekly newspa¬ 
per men from all parts of Canada 
were in attendance at the convention. 
It was one of the best ever held, each 
session distinguished by instructive 
addresses of benefit to the practical 
newspaper man. During the Conven¬ 
tion every hospitality was offered by 
the Nova Scotia Govt., City Council 
and Halifax press, and tours of the 
city and harbour, and a trip through 
the Annapolis Valley, famous for its 
fruit, were pleasant features of the 
convention. 

Halifax 

Active organizations have the pro¬ 
gress of Halifax at heart and there 
is a live, aggressive spirit in the 
city. At present -efforts are being 
made to secure terminal elevators at 
the harbor in order that it may de¬ 
velop seaport trade as Montreal has 
done. It is generally conceded that 
Nova Scotia is today enjoying the- 
fruits of the Duncan Act, and large¬ 
ly for that reason, the province ap¬ 
pears to be under less depression 
than obtains elsewhere. 

The new C.N.R. hotel is an insti¬ 
tution which adds another link to the 
wonderful transcontinental chain, 
which has seen such invigorating de¬ 
velopment under Sir Henry Thorn¬ 
ton's control. As a hotel it is the 
i last word in beauty and comfort. The 
Lord Nelson hotel also is a no less 
creditable hostelry. It is the pro¬ 
duct of community subscription, ad- 
I ded to by the C.P.R. which hak as¬ 
sumed management and conducts it 
most successfully. 

In the midst of vigor and progress, 
parts of the city still bear the almost 
ineradicable mark of the terrible 
! Halifax explosion of war years. It 
will be remembered that the wreck¬ 
age of portions of the city resulted 
from the collision of two vessels 
(one heavily laden with ammunition) 

| in the harbor. Hundreds were blind- 
! ed by the shattering of glass alone. 

I While the devastated portions are 
| being steadily rebuilt, there remain 
I sufficient evidence* to impress the 


stranger with what the city must 
have suffered. One curiosity rouses 
interest. It is the wreckage of an 
Anglican church on one of the win¬ 
dows of which appeared, after the. 
explosion, a perfect silhouette of a 
former pastor who had died before 
the disaster. ... 

Rural Scotia 

A delightful time was spent at 
New Glasgow, as the guest of Mr. 
Don Fraser, editor of the Eastern 
‘Chronicle, one of the influential pa¬ 
pers of the province. Mr. Fraser’s 
father before- him, was one of the 
early newspaper men of Nova Scotia 
a man of great influence, and the old 
files of the Chronicle contain mater¬ 
ial of much historical value. Mr. 
Fraser’s name is mentioned as a pos¬ 
sible leader of the Liberal party for 
Nova Scotia. 

At New Glasgow was more evi¬ 
dence of industrial activity. It is. 
pire Steel Co. with plants all in op- 


tish piper and is so life-like as to 
cause the observer to wait in expect¬ 
ancy for the strains of McGregor’s 
lament. .In that Scottish settlement 
religious questions are not settled in 
a day and dispite church union three 
Presbyterian churches function with 
conviction, and it is only within re¬ 
cent date that a huge United Church 
has been erected for worship. 

Antigonish 

Motor drives through Antigonish 
ai forded scenes of ever-changing 
beauty. Along the ocean drives lay 
the outline of P.E.l. across the chan¬ 
nel. and fertilp well-kept farms ex¬ 
tended to the shore-line. Along the 
shore, the farmers hark hack to their 
fisherman ancestry, and as a side 
line make from $1000 to • $1500 a 
year from clam and lobster fishing. 

The town of Antigonish itself is a 
great educational centre, and in ad¬ 
dition has one of the most up-to-date 
hospitals in the Dominion. 

At intervals through the rural 
parts of the country, wore evidences 
of the early settlers. Disused old 
mills stood solid but deserted, and 
one might come across old grinding 
machines by which the grain was 
ground between grooved stones. Here 
and there were mute signs of the in¬ 
domitable courage of the pioneers 
who first cleared and peopled the 
primeval forest. In this connection 
also, a story is told of the dikes of 
the Bay of Fundy in the vicinity of 
Wolfville.. Those dikes built 150 
years ago by the settlers of that 
time, have broken at scattered points 
And today all the ingenuity and skill 
of modem engineering cannot dupli¬ 
cate the staunch structure of 15< 
years ago. The secret has been lost 

No tour of Nova Scotia would not 
be complete without a glimpse of 
Pictou that far-famed' summer resort 
boasting one of the finest nine-hole 
golf courses to lie found not only as 
a golf links but as a revelation of 
scenic beauty. Herr we were guests 
of Mr. and Mrs. Fraser who exempli¬ 
fied the finest in Nova Scotian hospi¬ 
tality. The Pictou laxige is another 
C.N.R. triumph, fashioned after Jas¬ 
per Lodge, and situated on a knoll 
overlooking the Straits. One of the 
features of the town is a monument 
to Scottish forbears, a Scottish war¬ 
rior in bronze and a vital memorial.
